WOMYN'S STUDIES PROF SPEAKS OUT 

Student Deserved to be Ejected From Class

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Tuition Increased by 20% Over the Next Two Years

Education and Training Min- 
ister Dave Cooke announced a tui- 
tion increase of more than 20% over 
the next two years for college and 
University students, the announce- 
ment was made at Queen's Park on 
Wednesday, March 23. The Minister 
said the increase was to address the 
problem of "enrollment not keeping 
pace with demand." He said," The 
reason we're increasing tuition fees 
is to create more spaces for students 
and to maintain quality programs." 

In terms of cash paid out by 
Arts and Science University students, 
the increase translates into an addi- 
tional $202 to make the 94-95 tuition 
fee $2228. In 95-96, an additional 
$223 will be added to make a total fee 
of $2451. 



The additional fees will be 
covered by the Ontario Student As- 
sistance Program. The loan-forgive- 
ness level will be raised to $6000 
from $5570. However, the Minister 
said he would continue to pursue an 
Income Contingent Loan Repayment 
Program. This would allow students 
to pay back their loans based on their 
income once they are working. The 
announcement was accompanied by 
a freeze on compulsory ancillary fees 
charged by the Universities. Ancil- 
lary fees include such things as stu- 
dent union fees and athletic fees. 
Criticism of the tuition increase was 
fast in coming. The Canadian Fed- 
eration of Students argued that the 
tuition increase "hits the most vul- 
nerable individuals in the system: 
lower and middle income students." 
SGA President at Laurentian, Heather 
Bishop, said in an interview Monday 
that "right now any hike is too much. 



The students that are here now can't 
afford to come." Bishop said that 
despite the government's goal to in- 
crease spaces in universities the tui- 
tion increase will actually have nega- 
tive effects on students already in 
school. "Some full-time students 
will have to drop down to part-time 
because they won't be able to afford 
to go to school full-time." She said 
the increased revenue "may open 
spaces for first-year students." But 
money saved during high school soon 
runs out and these students too will 
have to face rising tuition fees. 
On the topic of the Income Contin- 
gent Loan repayment Program, 
Bishop said she didn't like it at all. 
"From the day you get the loan, in- 
terest starts accruing." She said, 
"High paid individuals pay their loan 
back right away. But your average 
teacher or nurse will have a lower 
salary. For these individuals, it will

average woman until she's 
AIQ 55." Bishop said, "You 

should plan to start your life 
off with a $30 000 debt 
load." 

The one benefit to stu- 
dents of the increase in tui- 
tion fees according to 
Bishop is the social con- 
tract. "Any money can't go 
to wages because of the so- 
cial contract. I hope it will 
go into services. I hope, but 
somehow, I'm skeptical." 
B ishop said she is concerned 
about tuition increases in the 
future. "Come November, 
with an election, if another 
party comes in, if tuition increases 
came from a party that is supposed to 
be committed to students, what will 
happen when a party gets in that is not 
so committed."

Richard Therrien will not be 
taking the position of SGA VP Bi- 
lingual Affairs and Communications 
for a second term. The SGA Board 
refused to ratify Therrien at a meet- 
ing on March 23. 

In his report. Chief Return- 
ing Officer, Troy Whetstone made 
note of the incident that called 
Therrien's eligibility for the elec- 
tion into question. He stressed that 
he could have made a decision as to 
Therrien's fate in his report, but de- 
cided to bring the decision to the 
Board for their debate. 

He reported that Therrien, an 
original member of the Campaign 
Electoral Committee had resigned 
from his position on the CEC at the 
same time as he presented Whet- 
stone with his nomination form on 
February 16. 

Section 8.35 of the SGA/ 
AGE constitution states that no mem- 
ber of the CEC can actively partici- 



Whetstone claimed that Therrien's 
position on the CEC allowed him to 
obtain inside information that the 
position of VP Communications and 
Bilingual Affairs was uncontested. 

When answering to the 
charges, Mr. Therrien called his ac- 
tions an "oversight". He had appar- 
ently not been aware of the specific 
clauses in the constitution preventing 
him from seeking the 40 required 
signatures for nomination while still 
holding his seat on the committee. 

He explained that he had be- 
gan to seek the required signatures 
"at the last minute" on the evening of 
February 1 5, the day before nomina- 
tions were to be officially closed. He 
also stated that he had no idea that his 
actions had caused a problem until 
shortly before it was brought before 
the Board. 

At the end of a tense debate, a 
yes/no vote was taken to determine if 
Richard Therrien should be disquali- 
fied from the position of VP Com- 
munications and Bilingual Affairs. 



favour of disqualifying Therrien. 

Heather Bishop, SGA/ AGE 
President elect, had no comment on 
the outcome of the vote. 

Richard Therrien said that he 
was "disappointed that the only me- 
dia attention [he] received all year 
was negative." 

A by-election for the posi- 
tion of VP Communications and 
Bilingual Affairs will be scheduled 
in the upcoming academic year .

the course has been blown totally out 
of proportion. On this issue, I can 
only attest for the night class. (The 
day and night classes did cover the 
same material, however.)

former U.S. president George Bush. 
The neo-conservative propo- 
nents of this view charge that society, 
and especially its educational institu- 
tions, are toiling under the intellec- 
tual tyranny of those who would 
champion the interests of women, 
native people and racial minorities, 
immigrants, the handicapped, wel- 
fare recipients and so on. Those who 
would speak up on behalf of the plight 
of oppressed white males and impov- 
erished capitalists are apparently re- 
duced to quivering silence. Anyone 
who has looked into the distribution 
of power and resources in our society 
or thought carefully about it will rec- 
ognize this charge for the nonsense it 
is. But the campaign against "PC" is 



not about thought. It is about blam- 
ing the victim and, through the poli- 
tics of fear, silencing those who would 
call into question the neo-conserva- 
tive conventional wisdom by which 
the entrenched prerogatives of the 
powerful — and the burdens of those 
who are exploited, marginalized, or 
simply different — are justified. 

If the witch hunt for the politi- 
cally correct is to continue, an evil 
genius must be found behind the 
scenes. It is, of course, the professor 
of women's studies of labour studies 
of native studies or simply a profes- 
sorpreparedtoquestion conventional 
wisdom. It is, in this case, Dr. Rucki. 
Since the campaign against her has 
fed into the PC witch hunt, it has 
fostered a social climate in the uni- 
versity and in the classroom hostile 
to any questioning of received opin- 
ion and, consequently, to intellectual 
freedom. 

We are concerned that the way 
in which the Laurentian University 
administration seems to be dealing 
with Mr. Beauchamp's appeal of his 
suspension and with the entire con- 
troversy indicates a failure to appre- 
ciate the stultifying effect that these 
kinds of charges can have upon intel- 
lectual freedom in the university as a 
whole. In particular, 



1) Mr. Beauchamp's appeal is being 
dragged out interminably, creating 
confusion over the appeals proce- 
dure as well as the impression that the 
administration is making up the rules 
as it goes along. 

2) the impression has been created 
that the administration is treating 
Mr. Beauchamp's appeal as a com- 
plaint, suggesting that anything con-

ceming an instructor is fair game in 
an appeal. The implications of 1) 
and 2) for academic and intellectual 
freedom are obvious and alarming. 

3) the university administration has 
failed to take a stance defending in- 
tellectual freedom and explaining its 
importance 

4) Mr. Neskar has claimed that a 
university administrator improperly 
pressured him to abandon his com- 
plaint against Dr. Rucki. Such inter- 



vention would have been a signifi- 
cant violation of Neskar's right's as a 
student and would supply some justi- 
fication for his turning to the mass 
media to have his case heard. His 
claim, if true, would therefore mean 
that the administration bears some 
responsibility for turning the com- 
plaint against Dr. Rucki into a media 
witch hunt.

Sudbury Women's Centre Opinion 



The Sudbury Women's Centre and the 
Sudbury Sexual Assault Crisis Centre are very 
concerned about harassment of a faculty mem- 
ber of Thornloe ' s Women ' s studies Program 
at Laurentian University. We are particu- 
larly concerned that two male students — 
37-year old Brian Beauchamp and 33-year- 
old Alan Neskar — have managed to hijack 
an entire class, Laurentian University ad- 
ministration and Thorneloe's Board of Gov- 
ernors. These two students have carefully 
orchestrated a campaign against Professor Rucki 
and the Women's Studies program. According 

to public reports, the following is a chronology of the events: 

1) Beauchamp began disrupting a first-year women's studies class 
taught by Professor Rucki in September of 1 993; Thorneloe and Laurentian 
University administration examined the class and found the problem was not 
the course content or the professor's conduct but that Beauchamp had not 
been acting in good faith with respect to resolving his concerns; 3) at the end 
of November 1993, Beauchamp was requested to 
transfer to a correspondence course; 4) Beauchamp 

9 stalled and kept showing up in Professor Rucki's 
class; 5) Beauchamp verbally agreed to transfer to 
another class in January of 1994; 4) Beauchamp 
reneged on his commitment to transfer to the other 
class and returned to Professor Rucki's class; 7) 
finally, Beauchamp was formally asked by adminis- 
tration to transfer to a correspondence course to his 
violation of the student code of conduct; 8) Beau- 
champ launched an appeal regarding the transfer; 9) 
four days before the appeal hearing, Beauchamp 
went to the press; 10) during the appeal hearing, 
Beauchamp succeeded in getting the Laurentian 
University administration to reexamine the Professor's conduct and course. 
We feel it is not coincidental that the second student, Neskar, went to the press 
the day of the appeal and without going through the proper channels at the 
University to have his concerns addressed. 

President of Thorneloe College, Don Thompson, questioned whether 
"Beauchamp wasn't engaged in subtle terrorism by persistently challenging 
both the professor and the appeal process". We applaud Dr. Thompson for 
his valuable insight into the motivation for Mr. Beauchamp's behavior. We 
are wondering why the Board of Governors and administrators at the 
University have decided to launch a full-scale investigation into the allega- 
tions against the Women Studies program and one of its professors based on 
the conduct and agenda of two men who are obviously threatened by the very 
existence of women 's studies courses. We see these actions as hostile and 
constituting part of a backlash against feminism.

Neskar Speaks Out

This comment is to address the media coverage concerning a specific women studies professor at Thorneloe 
University and Dr.Thompson's comment in Lambda dated March 17, 1994. 

I am the second student who has filed complaints against the same professor that threw a male student out 
of a different women studies class. I am a victim of racism because the professor made an offensive comment in 
front of the whole class. This happened approximately a couple of weeks before reading week. I am an invisible 
minority because one cannot tell my race by looking at me and I was deeply hurt by her comment. It has been over 
two weeks since I made my complaint and the professor has not responded; she is on sick leave. Dr.Thompson has 
sent me two letters with absolutely no substance. 

I also feel it is important to state in response to some of the false media reports that it is not my intent to 
destroy the women studies department. I feel that it is important for the women studies department to welcome 
men in order to unite and not divide the two genders. My complaint, however, has nothing ot do with gender. But 
it has everything to do with a remark that deeply insulted and angered me. 

I make no apology for going to the media. My reason for going to the media was due to the fact that I had 
no faith in the established procedures for restitution. When I saw how a male student was expelled from another 
women studies course by the same professor, I could not trust in Dr.Thompson's so called due process. 

As a mature student in my thirties, I challenge all students to stand up for their rights. We, the students are 
consumers of Laurentian University and we pay thousands of dollars every year to attend school. The university 
has the obligation to provide us with the best education that is possible. When students make complaints, the 
university needs to pay attention. 

I suggest that Thorneloe University and Dr.Thompson stop dragging their heels and move on with their 
investigation. I will accept nothing less than a public apology from Dr.Thompson and the professor involved.

The men's 4x200 m re- 
lay team established a new Lauren- 



tian record of 1:33.24 finishing in 
5th. The 4x400 metre team (Richard 
Dagenais, Paul Van Sickle, Jason 
Leach, Daniel Leduc) alsoestablished 
a new L.U. record, running 3:28.10 
and finishing 5th. Leduc posted a 
swift 49.9 second leg to anchor the 
team. The 4x800 team (Mark Dewan, 
Dagenais, Van Sickle, Leach) nar- 
rowly missed setting a new Lauren- 
tian record recording a time of 
7:55.31, just l/10of a second off the 
old record. They also finished in 5th. 
Derek Reed finished up in 6th place 
in the men's 3000 metres after lead- 
ing the field for almost half the race. 
Ian Janseen finished 7th in the men's 
triple jump. Daniel Leduc finished 
8th in the 600 metres. Richard 
Dagenais was 9th in the 60 metre 
hurdles. Christina Melaney, Jama 
Ross and Ian Janseen represented 
Laurentian at the CI AU champion- 
ships March 10th in Calgary.

Preheat oven at 350°F (180°C) 

Combine in a large bowl: 

1 can, 10 oz (284 mL) cream of 

mushroom soup 

1/2 cup (125 mL) white wine or milk 

1 tsp. (5 mL) parsley flakes 

1/4 tsp. (1 mL) paprika 

1/4 tsp. (1 mL) salt 

1/4 tsp. (1 mL) pepper 

Place: 

two chicken breasts (cut in half), 

8 wings or 4 legs 

in a casserole dish. 

Pour sauce over chicken. Cover. 

Place in oven. 



Don't Start Without:

• If using wine, go for something 
cheap.
